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It  will  be  seen  that  the  total  number  of  infant  deaths  is  45,  which  represents  a  rate  of  17.2  per  1,000  live  births  in  the  South 
Gloucestershire  area.  The  number  of  births  is,  however,  small  and  no  real  significance  can  be  attached  to  the  rate  calculation.  The 
National  Infant  Mortality  rate  is  18.0  per  1,000,  and  that  for  the  County  as  a  whole  is  15. 

It  should  be  noted  that  well  over  half  the  deaths  (30)  occurred  under  the  age  of  4  weeks,  and  the  Registrar  General  classified 
22  of  them  in  the  two  categories  Congenital  Abnormalities,  and  Birth  Injury  or  Difficult  Labour.

The  above  graph  shows  the  adjusted  birth  and  death  rates,  compared 
with  those  for  England  and  Wales,  in  the  years  1958-1970.  It  will  be 
noted  that  area  (and  national)  birth  rates  have  fallen  steadily  after  a 
peak  between  1960  and  1964.  (In  Sodbury  Rural  District,  however,  the 
rate  has  actually  been  consistently  above  the  national  figure  during  the 
thirteen  years  concerned).

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The  number  of  Dysentery  cases  notified  has  ranged  from  14 
to  92  during  the  past  10  years,  and  has  only  been  less  than  the 
current  (1970)  figure  of  20,  on  one  occasion.  Of  these  20  cases 
all  those  in  Kingswood  (9)  and  most  of  those  in  Warmley 
occurred  as  part  of  a  small  outbreak  in  the  Hanham  locality. 
2  of  these  cases  were  food  handlers,  and  several  were  of  school 
age,  when  supervision  and  check  sampling  were  of  course  very 
necessary. 

This  is  only  the  third  year  that  Infective  Hepatitis  has  been 
nationally  notifiable,  and  the  number  of  cases  occurring  in  1970, 
is  roughly  the  same  as  last  year  (44). 

Of  the  17  cases  in  Sodbury  R.D.  — 

(1)  7  occurred  in  three  households,  the  remainder  were  isolated 

cases. 

(2)  6  were  in  Winterbourne,  5  in  Yate,  and  4  in  Filton. 

(3)  13  of  the  17  cases  were  under  30  yrs. 

Of  the  16  cases  in  Kingswood  U.D.  3  were  in  Ffanham,  where 
the  majority  of  the  20  cases  notified  in  1969  occurred.  The 
remainder  were  isolated  cases  in  the  northern  part  of  the  district. 

The  2  cases  of  Malaria  were  contracted  abroad  and  underline 
the  need  for  travellers  to  countries  where  this  is  endemic,  to  take 
appropriate  prophylactic  treatment  for  several  days  prior  to 
departure  and  to  continue  it  whilst  resident  in  the  country 
concerned.  Unfortunately  the  advantages  of  rapid  inter-continental 
air  travel  for  business  engagements  often  makes  this  regimen 
difficult  to  fulfil. 

4  of  the  13  cases  of  Food  Poisoning  in  the  area,  occurred 
in  two  families,  and  in  three  other  cases,  the  finding  of  the 
organism  concerned  was  purely  co-incidental  with  hospital 
admission  for  other  reasons. 

The  4  cases  notified  in  the  Mangotsfield  District  were  part 
of  a  small  outbreak  of  Salmonella  Typhimurium  infection  which 
seemed  to  centre  on  a  senior  school,  but  where  exhaustive  tests 
and  enquiries  failed  to  pinpoint  the  actual  source  of  infection. 

924  cases  of  Measles  is  approximately  300  in  excess  of  the 
1969  figure,  which,  if  the  usual  pattern  had  been  followed,  should 
have  been  an  epidemic  year.  It  was  felt  at  the  time  that  measles 
immunisation  was  a  decisive  factor  in  the  reduced  incidence  for 
that  year  and  even  during  1970,  when  the  popularity  of  measles 
immunisation  was  on  the  wane,  the  figure  of  924  is  considerably 
less  than  close  on  2000,  which  used  to  be  common  in  alternative 
years  for  the  South  Gloucestershire  area,  until  1968.

Cancer  (all  forms)  accounted  for  253  deaths  out  of  a  total 
of  1,216.  56  were  due  to  lung  cancer,  of  which  48  were  men 
(i.e.  86%). 

There  were  326  deaths  from  Coronary  Thrombosis  (No.  28 
Ischaemic  Heart  Disease).  197  of  these  were  men. 

The  three  main  causes  of  death.  Cancer  (No.  19), 
Cardiovascular  conditions  (Nos.  25  to  30  inclusive  and  46(6))  and 
Respiratory  Disease  (31  to  33  plus  46(7))  alone  account  for 
1.037  out  of  the  1,216  deaths. 

Violent  deaths  numbered  42,  of  which  16  were  due  to  road 
accidents  (the  site  of  which  was  not  necessarily  in  the  South 
Gloucestershire  area),  and  18  to  other  forms  of  accident.

The  total  number  of  cases  on  the  T.B.  Registers  of  the 
South  Gloucestershire  area  was  506  at  the  close  of  1970.  This 
gives  an  incidence  of  3.5  per  1,000  population  and  continues  the 
downward  trend  of  recent  years,  in  particular  showing  a  fall  of 
0.18  on  1969,  and  0.3  on  1968. 


MASS  RADIOGRAPHY  SERVICE 

Units  of  the  Mass  Radiography  Service  continued  to  visit 
sites  in  the  area,  such  as  factories,  old  people’s  homes  or  locations 
where  medical  circumstances  suggested  it  would  be  valuable.  As 
has  been  the  case  for  some  years,  no  sessions  specifically  directed 
at  the  general  public  were  held,  but  sites  for  fortnightly  visits 
from  the  unit,  at  Yate  and  Kingswood,  provided  a  most  useful 
service  both  for  general  practitioner  referrals  and  for  those 
persons  requiring  chest  X-rays  for  some  paticular  purpose.  In 
addition,  of  course,  a  number  of  people  resident  in  the  South 
Gloucestershire  area  visit  the  static  unit  in  Bristol. 

In  all,  the  work  of  the  service  in  the  population  of  the  four 
districts,  detected  various  abnormal  conditions  in  173  persons, 
including  4  cases  of  active  tuberculosis,  and  8  of  lung  cancer 
(all  of  whom  were  men). 


B.C.G.  VACCINATION 

This  immunisation  procedure  which  gives  protection  against 
Tuberculosis  is  offered  to  school  children  at  twelve  years  of  age 
(provided  they  are  negative  to  a  skin  test  given  a  few  days 
previously).  The  results  of  this  work  in  the  South  Gloucestershire 
area  are  summarised  below.

All  sources  provide  water  of 
varying  degrees  of  hardness,  none  posses  plumbo  solvent  pro¬ 
perties,  and  the  flouride  content  varies  from  0.4  to  0.03  parts  per 
million  (well  below  the  level  [1  part  per  million]  recommended  for 
the  prevention  of  dental  decay). 

All  samples  taken  from  the  distribution  system  were  bac- 
teriologically  satisfactory  save  on  one  occasion  when  a  leak 
was  found  in  the  roof  of  a  reservoir.

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SODBURY  RURAL  DISTRICT  COUNCIL 

DRASNAGE  AMD  SEWERAGE 

Three  major  schemes  were  approved  by  the  Ministry  during 
the  year.  These  were  at  A.cton  Turville  &  Badminton,  Tormarton 
and  Bagstone  &  Rangeworthy. 

Acton  Turville 

This  is  a  combined  scheme  designed  to  provide  mains 
sewerage  to  the  villages  of  Acton  Turville  and  Little  Badminton 
with  extensions  in  Great  Badminton.  The  existing  private  scheme 
at  Great  Badminton  is  to  be  utilised  together  with  the  sewage 
disposal  works  at  the  Badminton  Estate.  These  disposal  works 
will  be  modernised  and  their  capacity  increased  to  cope  with  the 
additional  sewage. 

There  will  be  a  total  of  about  105  premises  to  be  served 
and  the  total  cost  of  the  tender  accepted  was  £67,247. 

The  work  was  commenced  in  September  and  at  the  end  of 
the  year  approximately  20%  of  the  work  had  been  carried  out. 
Tormarton 

This  scheme  is  envisaged  to  provide  mains  sewer  to  both  the 
villages  of  Tormarton  and  a  portion  of  Old  Sodbury.  It  is  proposed 
to  lay  a  natural  gravity  sewer  within  the  village  of  Tormarton 
gravitating  to  a  pumping  station  and  the  sewage  will  then  be 
pumped  via  a  rising  main  to  the  “Cross  Hands”  from  whence 
it  will  again  be  pumped  up  Hill  Lane  to  gravitate  into  the 
existing  main  sewer. 

This  scheme  is  designed  to  serve  a  total  of  121  properties 
and  the  estimated  cost  of  the  scheme  (January  1967)  was  £60,000. 
Tenders  for  the  work  will  be  invited  early  in  the  new  year. 
Bagstone  &  Rangeworthy 

This  is  a  combined  scheme  with  the  Thornbury  Rural  District 
Council  and  this  Council’s  share  involves  extensions  to  the  hamlet 
of  Bagstone  and  will  serve  42  houses  at  a  cost  of  £19,552. 

Work  on  this  scheme  is  due  to  begin  in  January  1971. 

Other  minor  schemes  were  as  follows  — 

Nibley  (Yate) 

An  extension  of  the  existing  sewer  to  serve  32  houses  at  a 
cost  of  £6,287.  The  work  was  completed  in  September. 

Pye  Corner,  Hambrook 

This  extension  was  commenced  in  December  and  is  scheduled 
to  be  completed  in  March  1971.  The  extension  will  serve  27 
houses  at  a  tendered  cost  of  £3,944. 

Frampton’s  End  Road,  Frampton  Cotterell 

This  small  extension,  now  completed,  serves  8  houses  at  a 
cost  of  £1,000. 

Other  schemes  approved  were  Ram  Hill  and  Henfield  in 
the  Westerleigh  Parish.  This  scheme  which  was  recently  approved 
will  provide  a  sewer  to  serve  63  houses  and  65  permanent 
residential  caravans.  Tenders  are  to  be  invited  shortly. 
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SoDBURY  Rural  District  Council 


FLOOD  RELIEF 

One  of  the  schemes  agreed  in  1968  for  flood  relief  has  been 
completed.  This  was  at  Chaingate  Lane  and  Dyers  Lane,  Iron 
Acton.  The  cost  of  this  scheme  was  £1,891. 

A  tender  of  £2,329  has  been  accepted  for  a  scheme  at 
Frampton  Cotterell  which  will  commence  early  in  1971. 

A  further  small  scheme  of  flood  relief  in  the  Hatters  Lane 
area  (Chipping  Sodbury)  has  been  agreed  by  the  Council. 

FOOD  INSPECTION 

The  standard  of  cleanliness  in  food  premises  has  been 
maintained  throughout  the  district  and  co-operation  with  traders 
was  such  that  it  was  only  found  necessary  to  take  two  cases  of 
informal  action.  One  prosecution  was  made  during  the  year.

REFUSE  COLLECTION  AND  DISPOSAL 

(a)  REFUSE  COLLECTION 

During  the  year  the  number  of  properties 

requiring  a 

refuse 

collection  service  has  increased  by  approximately  1,000. 

The  installation  of  bulk  refuse  containers  has  continued,  a 
further  20  containers  having  been  installed  during  the  year, 
making  a  total  of  45  in  current  use,  which  includes  7  schools  in 
the  area. 

Requests  for  special  collections  have  shown  a  marked  in¬ 
crease.  In  1968/70  a  total  of  341  requests  were  made,  this  has 
now  risen  to  492.  These  were  categorised  as  follows :  —

The  last  category  included  removing  a  horse  which  had 
been  killed  in  a  motor  accident. 

A  strike  by  manual  workers  in  October,  1970  caused  some 
considerable  disruption  to  collection  services.  During  the  period 
of  the  strike  ten  “mini-tips”  were  set  up  in  the  district  for  the 
convenience  of  the  public.  These  were  well  used  during  the 
period  and  were  rapidly  cleared  by  the  refuse  collection  staff 
following  the  strike  settlement.  Unfortunately  the  sites  at  Harry 
Stoke  and  Hambrook  have  continued  to  give  trouble  with  dumped 
rubbish. 
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(b)  REFUSE  DISPOSAL 

1970/71  has  been  a  difficult  year  for  refuse  disposal.  Bradley 
Brook  Tip  was  closed  and  the  site  works  at  Rodford  Elm  Farm 
were  delayed.  As  a  result  it  was  necessary  to  dispose  of  refuse 
at  Filton  Junction  and  the  South  Gloucestershire  Refuse  Disposal 
Works  at  Warmley. 

At  Filton  Junction  old  refuse  was  dug  out  to  provide  space 
for  new  material  coming  in,  the  old  refuse  being  used  as  covering. 

Some  5,000  tons  of  refuse  were  disposed  of  at  the  pulverisa¬ 
tion  plant  at  Warmley  during  the  year. 

It  is  expected  that  the  Rodford  Elm  Refuse  Tip  will  be 
operative  by  May,  1971. 

Three  goods  vehicles  were  submitted  for  Ministry  of 
Transport  Plating  and  Testing  during  the  year  and  passed. 

(c)  CIVIC  AMENDITIES  ACT,  1967 

During  the  year  76  vehicles  were  removed  at  the  owners’ 
request  and  12  under  the  Civic  Amendities  Act,  making  a 
grand  total  of  88.  Scrap  vehicles  are  dealt  with  at  the  Compound 
at  Broad  Lane,  Yate  but  due  to  pilfering  from  the  compound 
it  has  been  found  necessary  to  store  impounded  vehicles  at  the 
depot  at  Chipping  Sodbury. 

The  dumping  of  litter  still  continues  throughout  the  district, 
in  particular  at  the  two  sites  mentioned  in  Section  (a),  and  so 
far  it  has  not  been  possible  to  secure  any  prosecutions  under  the 
act. 

OFFICES,  SHOPS  AND  RAILWAY  PREMISES  ACT,  1963

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CARAVAN  SITES  AND  CONTROL  OF  DEVELOPMENT  ACT,

There  is  one  large,  and  a  number  of  small,  permanent 
residential  sites  in  the  area.  No  prosecutions  were  necessary 
during  1970. 

Two  serious  fires  occurred  on  the  larger  site.  Although  fire 
fighting  equipment  is  well  in  excess  of  the  standards  prescribed 
in  the  Model  Standards,  these  episodes  have  highlighted  the 
need  for  local  authorities  to  have  better  legal  powers  to  secure 
higher  standards  for  equipment  and  maintenance,  and  for  site 
operators  to  ensure  that  residents  are  adequately  and  regularly 
trained  in  fire  drill. 

The  agreed  site  for  a  gypsy  encampment  at  Howsmoor  Lane 
appears  to  have  been  abandoned  by  the  County  Council  because 
of  alleged  difficulties  in  acquisition. 

The  District  Council  takes  the  view  that  the  original  site 
was  very  thoroughly  investigated  and  assessed  and,  after  mutual 
agreement  between  the  two  authorities,  local  residents  were  given 
certain  assurances. 

In  the  circumstances,  the  District  Council  has  decided  to 
oppose  the  County  Council  in  their  choice  of  another  site  in 
Howsmoor  Lane. 


REFUSE  COLLECTION 

The  Council  operates  the  continental  dustless  (Zoller)  system 
of  collection,  which  covers  most  of  the  District,  and  in  outlying 
areas  disposable  sacks  are  in  use. 

A  further  “dustless”  vehicle  is  on  order  and  in  1971  it  is 
hoped  to  extend  the  service  to  a  further  400  properties,  thus 
completing  the  conversion  for  the  whole  of  the  District.  This  will 
mean  that  refuse  collection  in  the  area  is  fully  up  to  Working: 
Party  Standards. 

Bulk  refuse  is  collected  fortnightly  on  request,  free  of  charge, 
and  residents  are  provided  with  free  facilities  for  tipping  refuse. 

Abandoned  cars  are  dealt  with  under  Part  III  of  the  Civic 
Amenities  Act,  1967,  disposal  being  by  way  of  the  trade.  The 
Council  have  no  fragmentation  or  crushing  facilities. 

REFUSE  DISPOSAL 

Domestic  refuse  is  pulverised  at  the  Carsons  Road  Plant, 
which  handles  the  crude  input  from  Kingswood  and  Mangotsfield 
Urban  Districts,  and  Warmley  Rural  District. 

The  entire  output  for  the  Plant  is  handled  at  the  Claypits 
site  at  Warmley. 

The  high  water  table  at  the  Claypits  continues  to  give  rise 
to  problems,  in  particular  hydrogen  sulphide  production.  Control 
is  effected  by  pumping  and  the  use  of  industrial  re-odourants. 
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REFUSE  PULVERISATION  PLANT,  MANGOTSFIELD 

The  Plant  continued  to  work  satisfactorilly  during  the  year 
although  it  was  shut  down  for  three  weeks  during  the  refuse 
collectors  strike.  No  major  repairs  were  required  but  considerable 
cost  was  involved  in  the  maintenance  of  the  large  Dempster 
Dumpmaster  bulk  transporter.  This  vehicle  is  now  five  years  old 
and  will  need  to  be  replaced  in  the  near  future.  A  smaller 
Bedford  vehicle  of  ten  tons  capacity  has  been  put  on  order,  and 
will  be  in  use  in  1971. 

During  the  year  the  Committee  undertook  to  take  refuse 
from  a  large  part  of  Sodbury  R.D.C.’s  area  and  this  has  been 
done  since  August.  This  was  only  a  temporary  arrangement  but 
it  is  felt  it  will  continue  at  least  until  the  end  of  April,  1971. 
This  extra  refuse  has  brought  the  plant  to  its  maximum  capacity 
of  100  tons  per  day,  and  has  greatly  reduced  the  length  of  time 
required  for  the  Claypits  to  be  filled  in. 

During  the  year  Committee  commenced  negotiations  for  the 
purchase  of  clayholes  for  future  tipping;  one  within  Warmley  R.D. 
and  another  in  Sodbury  R.D.  but  are  still  awaiting  Planning 
Consents,  etc.

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RODENT  CONTROL 

The  schedule  gives  details  of  the  number  of  premises  visited 
and  treated. 

A  full  time  pests  officer  maintains  a  free  service  for  domestic 
premises,  and  a  rechargeable  service  for  business  and  agricultural 
premises.  Annual  fixed  price  contracts  are  popular  with 
commercial  and  agricultural  undertakings. 

Mice  seem  to  be  the  more  difficult  pest  to  eradicate;  Alpha 
Chloralose  and  tracking  dusts  have  been  used  with  success. 
More  and  more  people,  having  failed  to  deal  with  their  problems 
with  mice,  have  turned  to  the  Council  for  assistance. 

Sewer  test  baiting  and  treatments  have  continued  as  a  matter 
of  routine  with  satisfactory  results. 

INSECT  PESTS 

Since  the  introduction  of  D.D.T.,  eradication  of  insect  pests 
has  been  made  much  easier.  Other  residual  insecticides  —  lindane, 
chlordane,  dieldrin  and  malathion  —  combined  with  “knockdown” 
insecticides  have  added  to  the  armoury  for  the  control  of  insect 
pests.  However,  the  persistant  residual  action  of  some  of  these 
insecticides  has  given  cause  for  concern  and  some  have  been 
withdrawn  from  general  use.

The  stormwater  relief  scheme  to  overcome  flooding  problems 
in  the  south  western  section  of  the  Urban  District  has  received 
the  formal  approval  of  the  Department  of  the  Environment,  and 
construction  works  are  likely  to  start  in  May  1971. 

The  estimated  cost  of  this  scheme  is  £300,000. 

REFUSE  SERVICE 

During  the  year  a  work  study /bonus  scheme  for  collection 
was  instituted,  resulting  in  a  reduction  in  the  labour  force. 
Collection  is  on  a  weekly  basis  and  all  refuse  is  disposed  of  at 
the  pulverisation  plant  at  Carsons  Road,  Warmley. 

Collection  of  waste  paper  is  made  fortnightly.  There  is  an 
increasing  market  for  this  paper  and  householders  can  assist 
in  meeting  this  demand  by  putting  aside  more  paper  for  collection, 
provided  it  is  clean,  dry  and  free  from  contraries  such  as  plastics, 
carbon  paper,  sweepings,  etc.

The  large  quantity  of  meat  products  surrendered  for  disposal 
was  due  to  breakdowns  in  refrigerated  delivery  vehicles  belonging 
to  a  local  meat  products’  factory.  The  frozen  contents  of  these 
vehicles  had  thawed  and  were  not  considered  safe  to  be  refrozen 
and  distributed  to  the  public. 

FOOD  COMPLAINTS 

1.  Part  of  a  tin  of  ham  allegedly  decomposing  —  found  to  be 
satisfactory  on  examination  by  laboratory. 

2.  Frozen  chicken  —  alleged  to  have  caused  “food  poisoning” 

samples  found  to  be  satisfactory  on  laboratory  examination. 

3.  Frozen  brussel  sprouts  alleged  to  have  a  paraffin  or  fuel  oil 
taste  complaint  not  substantiated. 

4.  Chocolate  easter  egg  with  larvae  —  a  subsequent  complaint 
from  the  same  shop  premises  revealed  an  infestation  of 
biscuit  beetle  which  was  eradicated  by  spraying. 
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5.  Can  of  evaporated  milk  in  spoiled  condition  —  investigations 
revealed  that  spoilage  was  caused  by  a  faulty  side  seam 
on  a  batch  of  cans  allowing  the  ingress  of  a  small  quantity  of 
air. 

6.  Discoloured  corned  meat  —  Analyst  report  stated  that  the 
meat  was  in  a  satisfactory  condition. 

7.  Foreign  body  in  bread  —  found  to  be  a  piece  of  “spent” 
dough.  No  action  taken. 

8.  Objectionable  smell  from  cod  fillet  —  the  piece  of  fish  was 
judged  to  be  in  a  fit  condition,  therefore  no  action  was  taken. 

9.  Out  of  “code  date”  smoked  pork  sausage  —  product  date 
coded  “use  before  25th  July  was  sold  by  local  supermarket 
on  6th  August.  The  sausage  was  found  to  be  in  a  fit 
condition  but  the  sale  was  drawn  to  the  firm’s  attention 
“for  action  as  deemed  necessary”. 

10.  Fly  in  beefburger  —  investigations  revealed  a  high  standard 
of  hygiene  at  the  premises  where  the  beef  burgers  were 
manufactured  —  it  was  decided  to  take  no  further  action 
other  than  the  severe  warning  issued. 

11.  Mould  in  family  size  pork  pie  —  the  shelf  life  of  the  pie 
had  been  exceeded.  The  vendor  was  warned  that  in  the  event 
of  a  further  occurrence  of  the  same  nature,  legal  action  would 
be  taken. 

12.  Mould  in  Apricot  Pie  —  investigations  revealed  that  the 
pie  was  sold  30  days  outside  its  shelf  life.  Legal  proceedings 
were  instituted  against  the  vendor. 

13.  Sale  of  allegedly  unfit  meat  —  complaint  of  fly  blown  meat 
purchased  from  a  local  butcher  shop,  was  originally  made 
to  Bristol  C.B.C.,  Public  Health  Department.  Contact  was 
eventually  made  with  the  complainant  who  subsequently 
withdrew  the  complaint. 

14.  Fly  larva  on  a  piece  of  cod  fillet  —  as  it  was  not  possible 
to  determine  whether  the  larva  was  on  the  fish  at  the  time 
of  sale,  it  was  decided  not  to  take  any  further  action.

HOUSING  ACT,  1969  —  QUALIFICATIONS  CERTIFICATES 

The  Act  placed  responsibility  on  the  local  authority  of 
issuing  Qualification  Certificates  and  Certificates  of  Provisional 
Approval.  The  Certificates  are  issued  to  certify  that  houses  are  in 
possession  of  all  the  standard  amenities  and  generally  in  a  good 
state  of  repair,  or  will  be  so  after  certain  works  have  been  carried 
out. 

During  the  year  2  Qualification  Certificates  were  issued. 
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iMPROVEMENT  GRANTS 

The  new  Housing  Act  1969  considerably  increased  the  scope 
of  improvements  and  repair  for  which  owners  could  get  grant.  The 
Discretionary  Grant  scheme  was  suspended  in  October  1969,  the 
Council  having  exhausted  the  funds  set  aside  for  this  purpose. 
In  April  1970,  the  start  of  the  new  financial  year,  the  number 
of  applications  outstanding  was  quite  considerable. 

Concern  was  expressed  by  some  Councillors  that  the  new 
provisions  of  the  Act  were  not  known  to  the  majority  of  owners 
in  the  district,  and  it  was  decided  to  publicise  the  scheme  by 
inserting  a  brief  explanatory  note  about  Improvement  Grants, 
with  the  Rate  Demands  in  1971. 

OFFICES,  SHOPS  AND  RAILWAY  PREMISES  ACT,  1983 

The  standard  in  shops  to  which  the  Act  applies  is  most 
satisfactory  and  it  was  not  found  necessary  to  institute  proceedings 
in  any  case. 

Only  two  accidents  were  reported,  neither  of  which  was 
serious  or  arose  from  any  defect  by  the  occupier  of  the  premises 
concerned.

There  is  only  one  permanent  Caravan  Site  in  the  district  at 
Cleeve  Wood  Road,  and  this  was  maintained  in  a  very  satisfactory 
condition  throughout  the  year.  There  are  no  camping  sites  within 
the  urban  area. 


HEALTH  EDUCATION 

During  the  year  6  talks  on  environmental  health  were  given 
to  various  organisations  and  there  appears  to  be  no  lack  of 
enthusiasm  on  the  part  of  the  organisations  for  such  talks.  Of 
particular  interest  this  year  was  the  information  given  about  the 
new  provisions  regarding  Improvement  Grants  contained  in  the 
Housing  Act  1969,  which  included  many  more  items  for  which 
Improvement  Grants  could  be  obtained  than  hitherto. 

AIR  POLLUTION 

The  only  complaints  regarding  air  pollution  were  received 
in  respect  of  the  burning  of  bonfires  during  the  summer  months, 
particularly  durnig  the  evenings.  Such  nuisances  were  easily 
remedied  by  an  informal  approach  to  those  responsible  for  the 
fires  and  it  was  not  necessary  to  take  any  further  action. 
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PUBLIC  SWIMMING  BATHS,  SOUNDWELL 

The  standard  of  the  baths  water  was  maintained  at  a  very 
high  level  throughout  the  year,  and  no  problems  arose  as  far  as 
the  free  chlorine  and  Ph  content  were  concerned.
